Phebe Kreider of Jacksonville. The 
clipping was sent to one of Mrs. 
M u rra y ’s long time friends here by 
Mrs. Kreider: 
“ The rustling of brush on a steep 
mountain-side, 
midway 
between 
Mount Lowe and Mount Wilson, and 
the fear that the movement 
and 
noise was made by some carnivorous 
q u ad ru p ed which might harm her,' 
caused Mrs. E. Y. Murray, a pretty 
young matron of Los Angeles, 
to 
save herself about nine o’clock last 
night a f te r the combined efforts of I 
herself und her husband had failed. 
“ Mrs. 
Murray fell off the trail 
while walking from Mount Lowe to 
Mount 
Wilson. 
-She slid 
40 feet 
down the side o f \the m ountain be­ 
fore her progress was arrested by 
intervening brush. 
For a half hour 
aided by her husband, who stood on I 
the trail above, she 'tried to climb 
back to the trail. 
After all efforts I 
had failed and as darkness was fall- I 
ing, th e woman’s husband advised I 
her to wait where she was while he I 
went to the 
Mount 
Wilson 
hotel, I 


I three miles away, for assistance. 
“(Murray ran^all the way to Mount I 
Wilson. 
In response to his requests I 
for assistance a party of 
rescuers J 
started o u t for the place where Mrs. I 
Murray had been left clinging to the I 
side of the trail. 
The rescuers, five I 
in n u m be r, carried ropes with which I 
Mrs. M urray was to be pulled back I 
to safety.

“ W hile they were two miles from I 
the hotel and traveling 
post-haste I 
to the place where Mrs. Murray* was I 
supposedly in dire peril, they met I 
her h u rry in g to Mount Wilson. She I.
